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■ Public  Welfare  in  North  Carolina  - January  I95O 

Public  Assistance t Case  loads  and  obligations  incurred  for  old-age  assistance  and  aid 
to  dependent  children  continue  to  rise  as  a result  of  the  efforts  of  county  welfare  staffs 
and  boards  to  meet  more  nearly  the  minimum  needs  of  recipients.  In  January  1950  old-a^ 
assistance  grants  were  made  to  58,310  persons,  with  an  average  payment  of  $21.74,  5hls 
represents  an  increase  of  17.I  per  cent  over  the  49,778  perscns  receiving  assistance  in 
January  1949;  however,  the  average  grant  has  risen  only  4,9  per  cent  from  the  $20,72 
reached  a year  ago.  In  spite  of  the  increasing  case  loads  applications  pending  continue 
to  rise,  with  5,972  awaiting  welfare  board  action  on  Jantiary  31,  1950,  As  a possible 
result  of  the  change  in  the  definition  of  an  application  with  tte  beginning  of  the  present 
fiscal  year j the  percentage  of  applications  whicli  were  denied  or  otherwise  disposed  of 
out  of  the  total  number  disposed  of  dtirlng  the  month  has  risen  from  21,8  to  27.4  in  the 
past  twelve  months. 

In  January  13,766  families  received  aid  to  dependent  clilldren  grants,  with  an 
average  payment  of  $42.85.  Ihe  number  of  families  has  increased  29,6  per  c^t  from  the 
10,623  receiving  asslst^ee  in  January  I949.  The  average  grant  represents  a rise  of 
6,5  per  cent  over  the  $40,24  of  twelve  months  ago.  In  addition  1,388  families  have 
applications  pending  board  action. 

General  assistance  cases  in  January  numbered  4,432,  an  Increase  of  10,6, -dr: 
oases,  over  a year  ago.  The  average  grant  was  $14.57,  representing  an  increase  of  less 
than  1 per  cent  during  the  past  year. 

North  Carolina  ranks  44th  and  42nd  among  the  48  states  in  old-age  assistance  and 

aid  to  dependent  children  grants,  respectively.  The  national  averages  in  these  programs 

I 

reached  $44.76  for  old-age  assistance  and  $74.17  for  aid  to  dependent  children  in  December 
1949,  The  national  average  payment  for  general  assistance  was  $50.47,  with  North  Garollz^ 
ranking  44th  among  the  states,  m North  Carolina  there  is  a wide  range  in  payments  from 
county  to  cotmty.  Average  grants  ranged  from  $l6.8l  to  $27.87  for  old-age  assistance, 
from  $29,46  to  $56,49  for  aid  to  dependent  children,  and  from  $4.07  to  $23,92  for  general 
assistance,  0o^urltles  paying  highest  average  grants  ware  Dare  for  old-age  assistance, 
Hecklenbtirg  for  aid  to  dependent  children,  and  Macon  for  general  assistance. 
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Servlces ; Non-financial  service  only  cases  numbered  an  increase  of  9*1  Psr 

cent  over  the  15,726  reported  in  January  1949,  Members  of  county  staffs  rendered  a 
total  of  39,498  services  not  involving  financial  payments  to  cases  under  care,  an 
Increase  of  2,085,  or  por  cent,  over  those  given  in  December.  The  largest 
categorical  increase  occurred  in  medical  and  health  care  services,  which  increased 
more  than  two-fifths  over  the  6,26o  reported  in  December. 

On  January  31,  195O,  there  were  10,122  individual  children  receiving  services 
from  local  welfare  agencies.  More  than  two-fifths  of  them  were  in  cases  carried  by 
child  welfare  case  workers , 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  78  children  in  North  Carolina 
during  Jan^^ary«  At  the  end  of  the  month  proceeding  were  pending  on  1,275  additional 
cases . 

There  were  700  child  labor  certificates  issued  by  county  welfare  staffs  in 

f 

January.  This  number  was  less  than  one-third  of  the  number  issued  in  December  when 
a large  number  of  children  were  employed  for  work  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

The  schools  referred  557  cases  for  investigation  for  non-attendance  in  school,  and 
investigations  were  completed  on  496  such  cases.  There  were  1,867  cases  certified 
as  medically  indigent  under  the  Medical  Care  Commission  plan. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services s At  the  end  of  January  there  were 
20,020  persons  in  state  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  other  institutions.  There  were 
1,101  persons  in  92  county  Jails  at  the  end  of  January,  The  55  county  homes  reported 
a population  of  1,910,  and  17  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  reported  248  persons. 
There  were  I8  children  held  in  detention  quarters  on  January  31. 

Eugenics  Board?  The  49  operations  authorized  by  the  Eugenics  Board  during  the  quarter 
October  - December  are  a decrease  of  37  over  the  previous  quarter.  County  superintendents 
of  public  welfare  filed  30  petitions.  Of  these  26  were  for  non-lnstitutional  cases, 
and  4 were  Institutional  cases  requested  by  the  superintendent  of  the  Institution.  Of 
the  59  operations  for  which  surgeons  returned  reports  during  the  quarter,  the  costs 
of  operations  for  34  non-instltutlonal  and  3 institutional  cases  were  met  by  county 
departments  of  public  welfare.  Costs  of  22  operations  for  institutional  patients  were 
met  by  State  institutions. 


Licensed  Boarding  Homes  for  Children  in  North  Carolina 


Every  cornifninity  in  the  State  is  interested  in  seeing  that  services  are  available 
for  all  children  who  need  them.  Through  the  concerted  effort  of  both  public  and  private 
agencies  the  licensed  boarding  home  has  demonstrated  that  it  can  meet  the  individual 
needs  of  children „ It  lias  shovm  that  the  success  of  foster  hone  care  for  children 
depends  upon  the  adequacy  of  the  foster  homes  in  vrhich  children  are  placed,  the 
adequacy  of  the  worker's  loiowledge  of  the  needs  of  the  particular  child  to  be  placed, 
the  selection  of  the  proper  home  for  the  Individua.!  child,  and  the  adequacy  of  the 
supervision  given  the  home  and  the  child  after  placement  lias  been  made. 

On  December  31,  194-8,  there  were  232  licensed  agency  boarding  homes  in  52  counties. 
On  December  31,  1949,  there  were  305  counties.  This  vias  an  increase  of  12  in 

the  number  of  counties  with  licensed  homes  and  an  increase  of  31  per  cent  in  the  total 
number  of  homes.  T^ienty-seven  coun,ties  had  increased  the  number  of  boarding  homes.  By 
January  31,  1950,  the  number  in  the  State  had  increased  to  315 « 

One -half  of  the  64  counties  with  licensed  boarding  homes  had  the  services  of  a 
child  welfare  worker,  v/hile  63  per  cent  - 193  out  of  505  licensed  boarding  homes  - 
were  in  these  counties.  There  were  52  child  welfare  workers  in  32  counties;  in  the 
remaining  counties  with  licensed  boarding  homes  the  services  were  rendered  by  general 
case  workers. 

The  quality  of  service  to  the  child  and  his  parents  in  these  homes  has  improved 
steadily.  As  the  fundamental  needs  of  the  child  are  better  understood,  the  agency 
no  longer  thinks  of  foster  care  as  custodial  care  extending  for  the  duration  of 
childhood.  The  greatest  value  of  foster  care  is  its  part  in  helping  parents  to  do 
something  about  the  social  and  em.otional  problems  that  make  it  necessary  for  the  child 
to  be  separated  from  its  family  and  for  the  agency  to  work  with  the  family  in  order 
to  re-establish  a home  for  the  child. 

In  order  to  plan  more  adequately  for  children,  social  agencies  have  developed 
boarding  homes  for  special  groups  and  for  those  needing  specialized  care.  Formerly 
homes  have  been  licensed  to  provide  care  for  children  of  all  ages,  but  at  the  present 
time  facilities  for  children  of  each  age  group  are  available  in  larger  numbers.

Indicatl-ve  of  the  better  quality  of  services  to  children  Is  the  trend  toward 
more  infant  boarding  homes.  During  19^9  'the  ntimber  more  than  doubled.  County 
departments  of  public  welfare  are  using  licensed  boarding  homes  increasingly  to 
study  infants  before  placing  for  adoption.  Another  trend  is  the  increase  in  boarding 
hcanes  for  adolescents.  Agencies  I-nave  found  that  carefully  selected  boarding  homes 
may  be  used  for  the  pre -delinquent  or  delinquent  child  who  too  often  has  been  placed 
in  jail  because  no  other  resource  was  available.  One  coxmty  department  of  public 
welfare  has  two  licensed  foster  homes  which  are  used  for  detention  - one  for  Negro 
boys  and  the  other  for  Negro  girls . 

Several  county  departments  of  public  welfare  have  specialized  boarding  homes. 

They  include  homes  for  emotionally  disturbed,  delinquent,  mentally  defective,  epileptic 
crippled,  and  convalescent  children.  Some  of  these  homes  are  subsidized  because  the 
costs  for  care  and  services  for  such  children  are  greater  than,  the  costs  for  so-called 
normal  children.  More  homes  are  still  needed  for  handicapped  children  and  this  is  the 
greatest  demand  at  the  present  time , 

Probably  the  greatest  strides  have  bee.n  made  in  securing  more  facilities  for  Negro 
children.  On  December  31,  1948,  there  were  l8  homes  for  51  children;  on  December  31, 
1949,  there  were  49  homes  for  I30  children,  making  nearly  three  times  as  many  homes 
available , 

On  December  3I,  1949  there  was  a 57  per  cent  increase  over  December  31,  1948,  in 
the  number  of  boarding  homes  utilized  by  private  agencies.  A comparison  of  the  number 
amd  capacity  of  hemes  used  by  private  and  public  agencies  is  shown  in  Table  2.

Commuinity  Interest  in  better  standards  of  foster  care  has  manifested  itself  by 
civic  clubs  sponsoring  foster  heme  projects,  both  in  h<^e  finding  and  payment  of  fees.  Boarding 
home  funds  should  be  available  in  every  county  budget  which  would  reduce  the  necessity  , 

of  sending  children  needing  foster  home  care  to  child  caring  institutions  becatise  there 
are  no  funds  for  boarding  hcane  care. 

With  a larger  and  better  trained  staff  more  specialized  boarding  homes  should  be  I 

available.  Boarding  homes  need  to  be  evaluated  for  their  usefulness  by  the  local  agency,  i 

Services  to  children  in  boarding  hcxnes  should  be  improved  through  better  intake  practices 
and  case  recording,  through  the  use  of  proper  authority  in  placement,  and  through  ^ 

supervision  of  foster  home  placement  including  medical  and  dental  care.  1 

The  major  objectives  of  foster  care  are  making  available  opportunities  favorable  | 

for  the  optimal  development  of  the  child's  capacities  and  developing  ability  to  cope 
with  life's  situations  which  he  must  face.

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Public  Welfare  in  Worth  Carolina  - February  195O 


Public  Assistance;  Case  loads  and  payments  under  the  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to 
dependent  children  programs  continued  to  Increase  as  they  have  been  doing  for  approxi- 
mately four  years.  Grants  were  received  by  58,708  aged  persons  In  February  I950 , an 
Increase  of  17  per  cent  over  the  50,3^1  persons  aided  in  February  1949,  Aid  to  dependent 
children  grants  were  made  In  February  1950  to  14,119  families  for  39.745  children,  as 
compared  with  10,981  families  and  31,244  children  a year  ago.  In  the  twelve-month  period 
the  Increase  in  the  number  of  families  and  the  nmber  of  children  in  the  aid  to  dependent 
children  program  h3is  been  more  than  25  per  cent. 

Despite  the  rising  case  loads  and  the  accompanying  increase  in  obligations  , average 
payments  have  also  increased.  The  average  old-age  assistance  payment  of  $21.76  in 
February  I95O  was  almost  5 per  cent  higher  than  the  payment  of  $20.81  in  February  I949. 
Similarly,  the  aid  to  dependent  children  grant  averaged  $43.19  in  February  of  this  year 
as  contrasted  with  $40.59  a year  ago,  an  increase  of  6 per  cent.  During  the  same  period 
the  average  payment  per  child  rose  from  $14.27  to  $15.34,  an  increase  of  8 per  cent. 

A comparison  of  general  aissistance  payments , which  are  financed  solely  from  county 
funds  in  North  Carolina,  for  the  same  month  in  1949  and  195O  presents  a different  picture. 
Cases  aided  in  February  1950  nimibered  4,454,  an  increase  of  12  per  cent  over  the  3,984 
cases  receiving  assistance  in  Feb3ruary  1949.  Though  total  expenditures  Increased  during 
the  year,  the  average  grant  of  $14.47  in  February  195O  represented  a slight  decrease 
when  ccsnpared  with  the  grant  of  $14.68  in  February  1949- 

Services  g County  welfare  staffs  reported  a total  of  17,072  non-flnancial  se;^ice  only 
cases  as  active  in  February  1950,  which  is  a 20  per  cent  increase  over  the  14,244 
reported  a year  ago.  Of  the  37,323  services  rendered  during  the  month,  71-7  P«r  cent 
were  given  to  cases  receiving  non-flnancial  services  only.  The  remaining  28.3  per 
cent  were  given  to  cases  receiving  both  public  assistance  and  other  services. 

On  February  28 , 195O-,  there  were  10 ,235  children  receiving  services  from,  local 
welfare  agencies,  an  increase  of  more  than  one-sixth  over  the  8,686  reported  at  the 
end  of  February  1949.  The  percentage  of  children  in  their  parents'  homes  has  increased 
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frcan  40.7  to  45.4  in  this  twelve»«ionth  period, 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registed  for  69  children  diiring  February,  making  a 
total  of  147  for  the  first  two  months  of  I95O.  At  the  end  of  the  month  adoption 
proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,256  additional  children. 

During  February  759  child  labor  certificates  were  issued  by  coirnty  departments 
of  public  welfare.  Investigations  were  ecsnpleted  on  438  school  attendance  cases  diirlng 
the  month.  There  were  1,688  persons  who  were  certified  as  medically  Indigent.  This 
was  a decrease  of  179  the  \musually  large  nianber  reported  in  January;  however,  it 

was  an  increase  of  15I  cases,  or  10  per  cent,  over  the  number  of  persons  certified  in 
February  1949- 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  The  population  in  state  hospitals, 
sanatoria,  and  other  institutions  increased  slightly  during  the  month,  and  on  February 
28  there  were  20,461  persons  in  these  institutions.  On  February  20  the  North  Carolina 
Cerebral  Palsy  Hospital  in  Duri^m  accepted  its  first  patient.  By  the  end  of  the  month 
eight  children  were  in  residence  for  treatment. 

There  were  1,055  persons  in  95  coimty  jails  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  and 
during  the  month  8,363  persons  viere  in  coionty  Jails.  Twenty-six  children  under  I6 
years  of  age  were  held  in  county  jails  during  the  month.  A population  of  1,901  was 
reported  in  tSSie  55  county  homes.  In  these  hemes  there  were  77  separations,  of  which 
43  were  due  to  death.  There  were  26l  persons  reported  in  19  workhouses  and  county 
prison  farms.  Sixteen  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  February  28.

Prom  a monthly  average  number  of  J ,023  children  in  194-5-46,  the  average  rose  in 
1948-49  to  8,513»  In  19^5“56  only  16  per  cent  of  these  children  were  In  cases  carried 
by  child  welfare  workers j in  1948-49  the  percentage  was  40.  Another  interesting 
observation  may  be  made  from  Table  1 s of  the  total  number  of  cases  carried  by  general 
case  workers,  the  large  majority  of  children  served  were  not  Included  in  any  public 
assistance  grant.  Actually  all  workers  help  meet  the  needs  of  children. 

A comparison  of  the  number  of  children  receiving  services  in  1950  with  the  monthly 
average  for  1948”il949  shows  that  the  increase  is  continuing  and  that  in  January  the 
total  number  exceeded  10,000.  In  February  the  total  nvmiber  served  was  10,235  ^ with 
43  per  cent  of  these  cases  carried  by  child  welfare  workers. 

The  average  number  of  services  given  monthly  to  children  in  the  public  welfare 
program  dxxrlng  the  four-year  period  is  shown  in  Table  2,

For  the  year  1948-49  the  monthly  average  was  14, 163,  Almost  90  per  cent  of  the 
sejrvlces  were  rendered  to  children  who  were  not  included  in  public  assistance  grants 
but  a comparison  of  the  percentages  in  the  four  years  shows  that  during  1948-49  the 
percentage  of  children  for  whom  public  assistance  was  given  had  increased.  This 
reflects  agency  emphasis  upon  meeting  the  various  needs  of  children  rather  than 
providing  a single  service.

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Publlc  Welfare  in  North  Carolina  - March  1950 

Public  Assistances  Case  loads  under  the  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children 
programs  have  continued  their  steady  Increase  and  rose  in  March  to  59*^9  old-age  assistauice 
recipients  and  14,519  aid  to  dependent  children  families „ In  March  1946  which  marked  the 
beginning  of  the  cxxrrent  trend  of  increases  in  case  loads  for  old-age  assistance,  32,695 
persons  received  an  average  grant  of  $13,78. 

Even  though  total  obligations  incixrred  have  Increased  steadily  there  has  been 
no  appreciable  change  in  the  average  grant  during  the  past  few  months.  In  March  1950  the 
average  grant  for  old-age  assistance  was  $21.86  with  36  counties  paying  this  average  or  a 
larger  amount.  Forty  counties  paid  the  average  aid  to  dependent  children  grant  of  $43.37 
or  more  than  this  amo\mt.  GSie  March  1950  figures  represent  a rise  of  81.8  per  cent  in  case  loads, 
with  an  Increase  of  58.6  per  cent  in  average  grants  during  the  four-year  period.  The  case 
load  in  July  1946  for  aid  to  dependent  children  was  6,388  families.  These  families  received 
an  average  payment  of  $27,87.  Since  that  time  the  number  of  families  benefiting  has  increased 
127.3  per  cent,  but  the  average  grant  has  risen  only  55  cent. 

An  average  general  assistance  payment  of  $14.74  was  made  in  March  1950  to 
4,500  cases.  More  than  one-half  of  these  were  one-person  cases.  During  the  past  four  years 
the  number  of  cases  has  increased  greatly.  In  March  1946  there  were  only  2,656  cases  which 
received  grants  and  the  average  grant  was  $11,81.  The  increase  in  number  of  cases  dxiring 
this  four-year  period  was  69.4  per  cent;  in  the  average  grant  the  increase  was  24.8  per  cent. 

Services  s During  March  17,490  non-f Inancial  service  only  cases  were  open  in  the  local  depart- 
ments of  public  welfare  in  North  Carolina,  Biis  was  an  Increase  of  l8,l  per  cent  over  the 
14 ,806  cases  reported  in  March  1949,  A total  of  39.847  services  were  rendered  during  the 
month.  Of  these  73,7  per  cent  were  rendered  to  cases  receiving  special  services  only, 
while  the  remaining  26.3  per  cent  were  given  to  cases  receiving  both  special  services  and 
assistance.  Services  to  individual  children  and  medical  and  health  care  services  continue 
to  accoiint  for  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  total  services  rendered.

On  March  31,  1950 » there  were  10,313  individual  children  receiving  services 


from  county  welfare  agencies,  an  Increase  of  13.1  per  cent  over  the  9,ll6  children 
reported  on  March  31,  19^9*  More  than  two-fifths  of  the  children  reported  in  both  years 
were  in  cases  carried  by  child  welfare  workers. 

The  registration  of  final  orders  of  adoption  for  96  children  during  March 
brought  to  243  the  total  number  for  the  first  quarter  of  I95O.  At  the  end  of  the  month 
adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,248  additional  children. 

During  March  953  child  labor  certificates  were  Issued  by  coiinty  departments 
of  public  welfare.  Investlgatiorffi  were  completed  on  407  school  attendance  cases  during 
the  month.  There  were  1,851  persons  who  were  certified  as  medically  indigent.  This  was 
an  increase  of  6.8  per  cent  over  the  1,733  certified  in  March  1949. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services:  The  population  in  state  hospitals , 

sanatoria  and  other  institutions  Increased  slightly  during  the  month,  and  on  March  3I 
thece  were  20,560  persons  in  these  Institutions.  Of  this  number  47.7  P*r  cent  were  in 
mental  institutions  and  42.6  per  cent  were  in  penal  institutions.  A total  of  8,880 
persons  were  in  95  county  Jails  dvirlng  the  month.  Of  these,  1,037  were  confined  on 
March  31. 

A population  of  1,891  was  reported  in  54  county  hcanes  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month.  There  were  9I  separations  from  these  homes  during  the  month,  including  45  deaths. 
There  were  247  persons  reported  in  I7  workhotises  and  county  prison  fauns.  Fifteen  children 


were  in  detention  qviarters  on  March  31. 


Trends  in  Juvenile  Court  Cases  During  the  Post-War  Period 


There  are  in  North  Carolina  a total  of  109  juvenile  courts.  Of  these,  95  are  county 
courts  in  which  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  is  ex  officio  Judge  of  the  Juvenile  court; 

2 are  special  county  courts , 3 are  Domestic  Relations  courts , and  9 are  special  city  courts 
having  only  city -wide  Jurisdiction.  Into  these  courts,  which  have  been  estlabllshed  to 
carry  out  the  protective  role  of  the  State  toward  its  children,  come  the  cases  of  children 
who  are  under  I6  years  of  age  and  who  are  charged  with  a violation  of  some  State  law  or 
municipal  ordinance;  or  who  are  dependent,  neglected,  or  in  clrcmstances  endangering 
their  health  and  welfare;  or  whose  custody  is  the  subject  of  a controversy  between  persons 
other  than  the  parents . In  19^9  these  109  Juvenile  courts  officially  handled  a total  of 
3,465  cases  involving  3,146  different  children. 

The  closing  of  I949  marked  the  end  of  the  third  year  since  the  State  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  began  to  have  detailed  data  reported.  While  sufficient  time  has  by  no  means  elapsed 
to  permit  an  evaluation  of  trends  , it  is  of  some  interest , to  compare  figures  over  these 
years  in  terms  of  some  of  the  basic  factors  present  in  the  flow  of  cases  passing  through 
the  Juvenile  courts.  The  factors  selected  are  as  follows:  the  types  of  cases  officially 

handled,  (whether  delinquent,  dependent  and  neglected,  or  custody);  provision  for  temporary 
detention  or  overnight  care  of  delinquents;  and  disposition  of  the  delinquency  cases  by 
the  courts . These  were  chosen  because  they  serve  to  emphasize  the  role  of  the  court  and 
the  use  of  community  resources  available  to  it  in  the  administration  of  the  Juvenile  Court 
Act . 

The  following  tables  show  comparisons  between  these  various  factors  for  the  three-year 
period  indicated.

An  examination  of  these  figures  suggests  several  observations. 

First,  there  has  been  a steady  Increase  over  the  three-year  period  in  the  number 
of  dependency  cases. 

Second,  there  has  been  a sharp  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  detained  in  jails 
or  police  stations. 

Third,  there  has  been  a significant  use  of  detention  homes,  boarding  hcanes  and 
"other  places."  This  suggests  growth  of  ccanmunlty  resources  and  the  expansion  of  use  by 

the  court  of  these  temporary  care  facilities . 

Fourth,  the  Increase  during  19^8  and  1949  in  the  number  of  cases  disposed  of  other 
than  through  public  or  private  agencies  and  institutions  Indicates  the  possibility  that 
the  courts  are  taking  a more  flexible  approach  to  the  problems  of  children.  It  is 
likely  that  this  is  due  in  scane  measure  to  the  Increased  case  work  services  made  avail- 
able by  more  adequate  staffs  within  the  courts  and  in  the  county  departments  of  public 
welfare . 

In  general  the  data  indicates  that  the  increasing  emphasis  upon  more  adequate 
social  services  for  children  is  resulting  in  advances  in  Juvenile  court  procedures.

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Public  Welfare  in  North  Carolina  - April  1950 


Public  Assistances  Case  loads  for  public  assistance  continued  to  increase  in  April  1950. 
Persons  benefiting  from  old-age  assistance  during  the  month  manbered  60,221,  an  increase 
of  14,8  per  cent  over  the  52,476  receiving  assistance  in  April  19^9.  During  the  same 
period  average  grants  increased  from  $21.43  to  $21.98,  In  the  100  comities  average  grants 
in  April  1950  ranged  from  $17.01  to  $28.18,  with  Durham  County  paying  the  highest  average. 

On  April  50,  1950,  there  were  applications  of  3.575  persons  for  old-age  assistance  pending 
in  county  departments  of  public  welfare. 

A total  of  14,902  families  received  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  in  April 
1950,  an  Increase  of  26.7  pei*  cent  over  the  11,760  families  assisted  in  April  19*<-9»  Children 
Included  in  this  program  increased  fr<Ma  33.404  in  April  19^9  to  41,884  In  April  1950,  or 
25.4  per  cent.  In  the  past  year  average  grants  per  family  have  risen  4,6  per  cent,  from 
$41.50  to  $43.41,  as  average  payments  per  child  increased  from  $l4,6l  to  $15.45,  an  increase 
of  5o7  pel*  cent.  There  were  applications  for  1,208  families  on  file  in  county  departments  of 
public  welfare  on  April  30 , 1950. 

General  assistance  payments  were  made  to  4,275  cases  in  April  1950,  an  increase 
of  3.8  per  cent  over  the  4,120  cases  aided  in  April  1949.  In  the  twelve-.month  period  the 
average  grant  for  the  State  decreased  slightly,  with  an  average  for  April  1950  of  $14.46. 

In  April  1950  the  98  counties  reporting  general  assistance  payments  showed  averages  ranging 
from  $4.48  to  $25.78, 

Services  g Non^f inancial  service  only  cases  in  April  1950  numbered  almost  17.000,  There  were 
34,725  services  rendered  to  these  16,962  persons  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare 
during  the  month.  Of  these  more  than  25  ,000  were  given  to  persons  receiving  non-financial 
services  only.  The  remaining  9,304  - 2^  per  cent  - went  to  persons  receiving  financial 
assistance , 

On  April  30,  1950,  there  were  more  than  10,000  children  receiving  services 
from  local  welfare  agencies.  This  was  an  increase  of  I5  per  cent  over  the  9.246  reported 
at  the  end  of  April  1949 . In  April  1950,  46.3  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  children 
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were  in  the  homes  of  their  parents  as  compared  with  42.7  Per  cent  a year  ago. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  86  children  in  North  Carolina  during 
April,  bringing  the  total  for  the  first  four  months  of  1950  to  329.  At  the  end  of  the 
month  proceedings  were  pending  on  1,247  cases. 

There  were  804  child  labor  certificates  issued  by  county  welfare  staffs  in  April, 

The  schools  referred  389  cases  for  investigation  for  non-attendance  in  school,  and  investi- 
gations were  completed  on  339  such  cases.  There  were  1,498  eases  certified  as  medically 
Indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Hedical  Care  Commission, 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services g An  increase  of  5 cent  in  the 
population  of  State  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  other  institutions  occurred  during  the  year 
ending  April  30>  1950<>  The  population  in  these  institutions  was  20,650  on  this  date. 

During  the  month  8^020  persons  were  confined  in  92  county  jails  in  the  State.  Of 

this  nijmber  1,051  remained  on  April  30.  There  were  21  children  imder  16  years  of  age 
held  in  cotinty  jails  during  the  month, 

A total  of  1,882  persons  were  in  5^  county  homes  on  the  last  day  of  the  month. 

During  the  month  there  were  67  separations;  of  these  26  were  the  result  of  deaths. 

There  were  207  persons  reported  in  16  workhouses  and  county  prison  fanns  on  the 

last  day  of  the  month.  Twenty-three  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  April  30. 

Eugenics  Boaro s The  76  operations  authorized  by  the  Eugenics  Board  during  the  quarter 
January  - March  1950  are  an  Increase  of  27  over  the  previous  quarter.  Coxinty  superintendents 
of  public  welfare  filed  30  petitions.  Of  these  28  were  for  non-lnstltutional  cases,  and 
two  were  for  Institutional  cases,  requested  by  the  superintendent  of  the  institution. 

Of  the  67  operations  for  which  surgeons  returned  reports  during  the  qiiarter,  the  costs 
of  operations  for  30  non-institutlonal  and  three  institutional  cases  were  met  by  county 
departments  of  public  welfare.  Costs  of  3^  operations  for  Institutional  cases  were  met

Boai»ding  and  nui>sing  heroes  for  older  persojis  in  North  Carolina  have  increased  in 
number  and  types  of  services  since  enactment  of  a licensing  law  in  1945.  Between  the 
enactment  of  the  19^5  licensing  law  and  April  1950  the  nxanber  of  licensed  homes  Inereatsed 
from  12  homes  located  in  9 counties  to  85  in  52  counties,  (See  Table  I9 , page  29  ). 

0S2e  corresponding  expansion  in  range  of  services  is  not  so  easily  presented,  but  a 
definite  trend  toward  emphasis  on  protective  care  in  a congenial  environment  may  be 
observed. 

Credit  for  such  a satisfactory  beginning  of  a new  service  belongs  to  all  of  the  citizens 
of  North  Carolina.  Evidence  of  public  Interest  was  shown  by  the  enactment  of  the  19^5  Licensing 
Act  and  again  in  1947  by  further  implementation  of  the  act  through  legislative  provision  for 
the  full  time  service  of  a supervisor  for  the  program. 

The  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has  direct  responsibility  for  the  pre-licensing  and 
annual  inspections  of  all  heroes.  Continuous  supervisory  responsibility  is  vested  In  the 
county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Through  the  relationship  between  the  resident  in  the 
home,  the  operator,  and  the  staff  of  the  local  welfare  department  each  person  gets  the  support 
and  encouragement  which  promotes  success.  Consultative  service  from  the  State  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  is  always  available. 

The  plan  for  provisional  and  probatlonal  license  has  influenced  the  developnent  of  the 
program  both  with  respect  to  the  number  of  heroes  and  the  type  of  sejrvice  given.  Often  a 
facility  is  temporarily  recommended  until  full  license  can  be  granted.  A provisional  license 
permits  the  use  of  the  home  while  the  necessary  steps  are  being  taken  for  qualifying  for  a 
full  license,  A probatlonal  license  provides  opportunity  for  the  person  interested  in  the 
care  of  older  people  to  demonstrate  her  ability  by  caring  for  a limited  number  of  residents 
under  supervision  for  a short  period,  \isually  six  months.  Satisfactory  reports  by  fire 
and  sanitary  Inspectors  are  part  of  the  requirements  for  any  license. 

A full  license  is  issued  only  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  operator  has  the 
ability  to  direct  a program  suitable  for  the  type  of  care  which  she  is  licensed  to  give. 
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In  addition  the  home  must  be  adequately  equipped  and  staffed. 

A stiocessful  boarding  or  nxirslng  hcane  in  a community  demonstrates  the  possibility  of 
remunerative  service  for  persons  who  do  not  wish  to  leave  home  to  work.  It  is  understand- 
able that  where  such  homes  are  located  others  are  likely  to  open,  and  the  Job  of  interpre- 
tation on  the  part  of  welfare  staffs  and  others  is  lessened.  It  is  in  the  community  without 
such  resources  that  emphasis  needs  to  be  placed  on  the  care  of  the  older  person  outside 
his  own  home. 

The  onset  of  disablement  sind  the  loss  of  family,  which  makes  care  in  boarding  homes 
necessary,  create  fears  and  problems  which  can  be  modified  scmewhat  by  familiar  surroundings 
auid  strengthening  of  remaining  ties,  A boarding  home  in  or  near  one's  own  community  tends 
to  make  for  a satisfactory  adjustment  on  the  part  of  the  person  receiving  care. 

If  North  Carolina  is  to  have  an  adequate  boarding  home  program  for  its  older  people , 
each  county  will  need  to  develop  suitable  homes , Services  should  be  provided  for  those 
needing  specialized  care  because  of  advanced  age  or  chronic  Illness  as  well  as  for  those 
needing  domiciliary  care  only. 

The  establishment  of  a sufficient  number  of  homes  in  itself  does  not  mean  that  the 
program  is  adequate.  Selection  of  the  suitable  home,  with  consideration  for  personal  preference, 
and  with  the  development  of  casework  services  which  will  help  to  ease  the  adjustments  in 
living  arrangements , are  all  important  if  needs  of  older  citizens  are  to  be  met , if  boarding 
and  nursing  homes  are  to  have  the  prestige  which  the  service  merits , and  if  individuals 
are  to  have  an  opportunity  for  prolonged,  personally  satisfying  lives.

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Public  Welfare  In  North  Carolina  - May  1950 

Public  Assistance  a Old-age  ass5^tance  and  aid  to  dependent  children  case  losuis  and 
obligations  ccBitlnued  ttelr  steady  rise  in  May,  Persons  receiving  old-age  assistance 
during  the  month  numbered  60,897,  an  increase  of  15.6  per  cent  over  the  53,589  receiving 
grants  during  tte  saiae  month  last  year.  In  the  twelve-^aonth  period  an  increase  of  only 
3 per  cent  in  grants  brought  the  average  payment  to  $22.15  for  the  mcmth. 

The  aid  to  dependent  children  case  load  reached  15,229,  an  increase  of  25.4  r«r 
cent  over  the  12,l4l  families  receiving  assistance  in  Hay  I949.  The  number  of  children 
included  in  grants  has  increased  23,8  per  cent  in  the  past  twelve  months  to  42,580.  A 
year  ago  there  were  34,401  children  in  families  receiving  AjDC.  !Hie  average  grant  in 
May  reached  $43.53  per  family,  an  Increase  of  4.6  per  cent  over  the  $41.61  paid  in  May 

1949, 

General  assistance  payments  in  May  reflected  a small  seasonal  decrease,  with  4,110 

cases  receiving  an  average  payment  of  $14.60,  The  percentage  Increase  in  the  number  of 

% 

cases  above  May  1949  was  3,2,  while  the  average  grant  was  3 per  cent  higher  than  last 
year. 

Services;  During  the  month  the  nvimber  of  non-financial  service  only  eases  was  17,575. 
Hiis  was  an  increase  of  one=flfth  over  the  14,640  cases  reported  as  active  in  May  1949. 

A total  of  39*568  non-financial  services  were  rendered  to  persons  by  covaity  welfare 
departments  in  May.  Of  these  28,405  were  given  to  the  cases  receiving  special  services 
only. 

The  number  of  Individiial  children  who  received  services  during  the  month  was  12,625. 
These  children  were  the  recipients  cf  42.8  per  cent  of  the  total  services.  Of  the  11,033 
children  who  were  receiving  services  on  the  last  day  of  the  month,  47,7  per  cent  were 
living  with  their  parents,  while  35, 5 per  cent  were  in  foster  homes  either  with  relatives 
or  non-relatives.  An  additional  10.1  per  cent  were  in  institutions,  and  the  remaining 
6.7  per  cent  were  in  boarding  schools,  hospitals,  or  elsewhere. 
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Plnal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  112  children  in  North  Carolina  during 
Hay,  bringing  the  total  registration  for  the  first  five  months  of  I95O  to  441.  At  the 
end  of  the  month  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,255  additional  children. 
Child  labor  certificates  Issued  in  May  numbered  1,586.  The  schools  referred  155 
children  for  investigation  for  non-attendance  in  school,  and  the  co\mty  departments  of 
public  welfare  completed  Investigations  on  185  children  for  non-attendance.  There  were 
1,725  cases  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the  Medical  Care  Canmission  plan. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services  g A slight  decrease  occurred  in  the 
population  of  State  hospitals , sanatoria , and  other  institutions  during  the  month.  On 
Hay  51  there  were  20,571  persons  in  these  institutions. 

There  were  8,507  persons  in  $1  county  Jails  during  the  month.  Of  this  number  999 
were  still  confined  on  Kay  51.  Thirty-eight  children  luider  16  years  of  age  were  held 
in  cotinty  Jails  during  the  month. 

A population  of  1,865  was  reported  in  the  54  county  homes  on  May  51.  Sepsirations 
from  these  homes  number  65  in  May,  of  which  26  were  due  to  death. 

There  were  260  persons  reported  in  17  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on  the  last 
day  of  the  month.  Twenty-nine  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  May  51. 


North  Carolina  Jail  Population 


In  North  Carolina  there  are  100  county  Jails  and  155  city  Jails  and  town 
lockups.  Of  these  one  county  Jail  and  33  lockups  have  been  condemmed  and  closed, 
or  closing  has  been  recommended  on  account  of  wholly  inadequate  design  or  unsafe 
construction. 

The  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  received  monthly  population  reports 
from  the  99  county  Jails  in  operation,  and  frcaa  the  I9  larger  cities  and  townsi/ 
which  maintain  separate  Jails . These  figures  are  tabulated  and  published  each 
month  in  Public  Welfare  Statistics  and  provide  a readily  available  meter  indicating 
the  rate  of  flow  of  people  through  the  local  penal  institutions.  The  table  below 
shows  comparative  figures  for  a sample  month  over  the  period,  1947-I950,  of  the 
population  movement  in  the  county  Jails,  Ttie  month  of  May  was  selected  as  the 
example  because  it  is  fairly  representative  and  is  the  most  recent  month  for  which 
reports  have  been  received.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  Jail  population  is  remaining 
fairly  constant  frcsa  May  to  May  with  admissions  and  releases  approximately  balancing- 
each  other.  When  the  figures  for  the  month  of  May  are  multiplied  by  12  months,  the 
large  numbers  in  Jail  each  year,  even  taking  repeaters  into  account,  make  this  one  of 
the  State's  major  institutional  problems, 

ly  Over  10,000  population,  according  to  the  1940  Census, 


Reports  fr<aa  city  Jails  have  been  received  only  during  the  past  few 


months,  so  that  caparisons  are  not  worth  while.  It  may  be  noted,  however, 
that  reports  from  15  cities  and  towns  for  May  I95O  showed  total  admissions  of 
5,026.  Of  these  1,625  were  white  and  1,405  were  Negro j 2,729  were  men,  and 
297  were  women. 

Ho  cOEBaentary  on  Jail  population  would  be  complete  without  mentioning 
the  nxamber  of  children  under  16  who  are  confined,  in  most  instances  in  violation 
of  the  State  law.  There  has  been  an  encouraging  downward  trend  within  the  last 
ten  years.  However,  there  is  still  an  average  of  approximately  50  children  held 
each  month,  a number  which  is  far  too  large  3?eckoned  in  terms  of  the  effect  on 
the  individual  child. 

County  Jails  last  fiscal  year  held  1,215  mental  patients  for  periods 
ranging  fran  one  day  or  less  to  several  months,  Althoxxgh  this  figure  includes 
some  inebriates,  it  stands  as  a stark  indictment  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  present 


facilities  and  proced\u*es  for  taking  care  of  mentally  ill  people

For  Jane  15,491  families  received  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  of  $675  ..480,50, 
s»  average  of  $43.60  per  family.  In  these  families  there  were  43,321  eligible  children 
for  whosk  assistance  was  given.  ‘The  nve^ber  of  families  has  increased  27.2  per  cent  over 
the  12,178  aided  in  Jtxne  194-9.  In  the  same  period  the  average  grant  has  risen  5.I  P®- 
cent  frcm  $4i„48.  Ihrrlng  the  fiscal  year  local  welfare  departments  disposed  of  8,969 
applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children.  Payment  was  authorized  for  7,129  families, 

79 »5  P©”  cent  of  the  total.  The  remaining  1,840  applications  were  denied  on  the -basis 
of  ineligibility  or  disposed  of  for  other  reasons.

A total  of  37,270  services  were  rendered  to  persons  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare 


in  June,  Sei*vices  relating  to  medical  and  health  care  and  services  to  individiAal  children 
accounted  for  approximately  ’JO  per  cent  of  the  total. 

At  the  end  of  June  there  were  11  children  receiving  services  from  county  depart- 
ments of  public  welfare,  an  increase  of  22  per  cent  over  the  ^ ,068  reported  bn  June  JO, 
1949.  During  the  fiscal  year  the  number  of  case  workers  engaged  full-time  in  child  welfare 
in  counties  has  increased  frcaa  46  to  67,

19^9-50.. ...3 
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Public  Welfare  in  North  Carolina  - Jxily  I950 


Public  Assistance;  July  1950  brought  continuing  increases  in  public  assistance  case 
loads.  A total  of  62,00%  persons  received  old-age  assistance  payments,  which  represented 
an  Increase  of  6,83%  recipients  - 12.4  per  cent  - over  the  number  receiving  assistance 
in  July  1949.  The  average  grant  in  July  195O  was  $22.20,  an  increase  of  2.8  per  cent  in 
the  twelve-months  period.  In  the  100  counties  average  grants  in  Jvily  I950  ranged  from 
$16.68  to  $28.3%,  with  Durham  county  having  the  highest  average. 

Aid  to  dependent  children  families  receiving  assistance  in  July  numbered 
15,60%,  an  increase  of  3,190  families  - 25.7  cent  - over  the  number  aided  in  July 

19^9.  average  grant  per  family  in  July  I95O  was  $%3.51,  an  Increase  of  %,%  per  cent 

during  the  past  year.  Average  grants  in  the  counties  ranged  in  July  1950  from  $29.0% 
to  $55 •90,  with  Mecklenburg  county  paying  the  highest  average. 

General  assistance  payments  in  July  I950  reflected  a small  seasonal  decrease, 
with  3,916  cases  receiving  an  average  payment  of  $1%,96.  The  percentage  increase  above 
July  19%9  the  number  of  cases  was  I.7,  and  in  the  average  grant  the  Increase  was  %,3 
per  cent. 

Services  j In  July  non-financial  service  only  cases  numbered  15,861.  A total  of  33,825 
services  were  rendered  to  persons  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare  dixring  the  month. 
Of  this  nx®ber  73  per  cent  were  to  persons  not  benefiting  from  any  of  the  categorical  aid 
programs  , while  the  remaining  27  per  cent  to  persons  receiving  both  special  services 
and  financial  assistance. 

At  the  end  of  July  there  were  10,693  children  receiving  services  from  local 
welfare  agencies.  Of  these  %*f  per  cent  were  in  their  parents*  homes  and  37  per  cent  in 
foster  homes  either  with  relatives  or  non-relatives.  Ten  per  cent  were  in  orphanages 
and  correctional  institutions j the  remaining  6 per  cent  were  in  boarding  schools,  hospitals, 
or  elsewhere. 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  99  children  during  July,  making 
a total  of  6%5  registrations  for  the  first  seven  months  of  1950»  At  the  end  of  the  month 
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adoption  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1 p222  additional  childreno 

Child  labor  certificates  issued  in  July  numbered  1,669,  Due  tO'^sussasr 
vacations  fro«  school,  there  were  no  referrals  to  local  departments  of  public  welfare 
for  investigations  regarding  non-attendance  of  children  in  school.  There  were  1,570 
cases  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  C^imission. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services?  The  population  in  State  hospitals, 
sanatoria,  and  other  institutions  Increased  slightly  during  the  month,  ai^  on  July  51 
there  were  20,920  persons  in  these  institutions.  Of  this  number  49  per  cent  were  in 
mental  institutions  and  42  per  cent  were  in  penal  institutioiis . A total  of  9 »529 
persons  were  in  94  county  Jails  during  the  month.  Of  these,  1,086  were  confined  on 
July  31 o 

Dtiring  the  month  the  Caswell  County  Hca*e  was  officially  closed,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  county  homes  in  the  State  to  55»  A popiilation  of  1,836  was 
reported  In  these  hcmies  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  There  were  80  separations  from 
these  hemes  dtiring  Jiily,  Including  29  deaths. 

There  were  297  persons  reported  in  I8  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms 
on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Seventeen  children  were  in  detention  quarters  on  July  31= 

Eugenics  Boards  The  84  operations  authorized  by  the  Exigenics  Board  during  the  quai’ter 
April  •=  June  are  an  increase  of  8 over  the  previous  quarter.  County  superintendents 
of  public  welfare  filed  47  petitions,  ©f  these  45  were  for  non-institutional  cases, 
and  2 were  institutional  cases  requested  by  the  superintendent  of  the  institution. 

Of  the  86  operations  for  which  surgeons  retxjrned  reports  during  the  quainter,  the  costs 
of  (derations  for  31  non-lnstltutional  and  5 institutional  cases  were  met  by  county 
departments  of  public  welfare.  Costs  of  42  operations  fox’  institutional  patients 


were  met  by  State  institutions. 


School  Attendance  Enforcement  through  County  Departments  of 
Public  Welfare,  I949-5O 

During  the  school  year  1949-50.3,830  cases  were  referred  by  the  public 
schools  to  county  departments  of  public  welfare  for  non-attendance  in  conformity 
with  the  established  procedures  for  cooperation  between  local  school  and  welfare 
units.  This  total  is  to  be  compared  with  4,348  referrals  in  1948-49  and  5,065 
referrals  in  1947-48.  The  decrease  can  be  explained  partially  by  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  attendance  workers  attached  to  public  school  staffs.  There  were  54 
persons  employed  as  attendance  workers  in  1949“5^  i^  city  or  county  school  units. 

Of  the  3,830  referrals  to  county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Investigations 
had  been  completed  on  3,597  l>y  June  30,  1950  • 

Recent  concern  over  the  number- of  young  men  fo\md  by  Selective  Service 
Boards  to  be  unable  to  meet  educational  requirements  for  the  armed  forces  has 
emphasized  the  need  for  more  effective  provision  for  enforcement  of  compulsory 
school  attendance.  Reco]?ds  indicate  that  county  departments  of  public  welfare  have 
performed  a major  service  in  getting  children  back  into  school.  However,  they 
must  have  referrals  made  to  them  promptly.  Unless  the  referrals  are  aiade  fairly 
early  in  the  school  year,  the  child  even  thoiigh  returned  to  school  will  not 
benefit  fully  fr<®  the  seirvice. 

Even  should  there  be  a state-wide  coverage  of  attendance  workers , preferably 
visiting  teachers,  there  will  still  be  many  referrals  to  county  departments  of  public 
welfare  for  special  services  to  children  and  families.  Cooperative  relationships 
are  Important  in  terms  of  meeting  the  needs  of  the  children  concerned. 

Table  19  shows  that  the  largest  number  of  referrals  during  the  past  year 
occurred  in  Beaufort,  Halifax,  Haywood,  Henderson,  Iredell,  Madison,  McDowell, 

Moore,  Orange,  Pitt,  Randolph,  Stanly,  Vance,  Wilkes,  and  Yadkin  counties,  all 
of  which  reported  100  referrals  or  more.  Randolph  and  Wilkes  each  handled  mors 
than  200  referrals.  The  trend  in  referrals  and  investigations  completed  is 


reflected  in  the  chart  on  the  cover  page.

Public  Assistance:  Case  loads  and  payments  under  the  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent 

children  programs  continued  to  Increase,  as  they  have  been  doing  for  more  than  four  years. 

Grants  were  received  by  62 ,4l8  aged  persons  In  August  1950,  an  Increase  of  11.7  cent  over 

the  55,874  persons  aided  In  Aiigust  19^9*  dependent  children  payments  were  made 

In  Aug\ist  1950  to  15,729  families  for  43,727  children,  as  compared  with  12,573  families  and 
35,478  children  a year  ago.  In  the  twelve-month  period  the  Increase  in  the  number  of  families 
and  in  the  number  of  children  In  the  aid  to  dependent  children  programs  has  been  approximately 
25  per  cent. 

Despite  the  rising  case  loads  and  the  accompsuiying  increase  in 
obligations,  average  payments  have  also  Increased,  The  average  old-age  assistance  payment 
of  $22.44  in  August  195O  was  3.8  per  cent  higher  than  the  payment  of  $21,61  in  August  19*^9• 
Similarly,  the  aid  to  dependent  children  grant  averaged  $43.48  in  August  of  this  year,  as 
contrasted  with  $41. 60  a year  ago,  an  increase  of  4,5  per  cent.  During  the  same  period  the 
average  payment  per  child  rose  from  $14.74  to  $15.64,  an  Increase  of  6,1  per  cent. 

An  average  general  aissistance  payment  of  $15»^8  was  made  in  August  1950 
to  4,013  cases.  This  was  an  increase  of  3.8  per  cent  over  the  3,865  cases  repotted  in 
Augtist  1949.  The  average  payment  this  month  was  8.2  per  cent  higher  than  the  $14,31  recorded 
in  August  19^9, 

North  Carolina  ranks  43rd  and  42nd  among  the  48  states  in  old-age 
assistsince  and  aid  to  dependent  children  grants,  respectively.  The  national  averages  for 
these  programs  were  $43.55  for  old-age  aissistance  and  $70,15  for  aid  to  dependent  children 
in  July  1950.  The  national  average  payment  for  general  assistance  was  $45,47,  with  North 
Carolina  reinklng  43rd  among  the  states , 

Services ; For  Avigust  16,427  non-flnancial  service  only  cases  were  repoi*ted  by  the  local 
departments  of  public  welfare  in  North  Carolina.  A total  of  38,179  services  were  rendered 
during  the  month.  Approximately  68  per  cent  of  these  were  either  services  to  individual 


children  or  medical  and  health  cau’e  services 
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On  Aitsgusfc  30,  1950,  there  were  lO^gO^'  sMldren  reifteiviisg  sejwiceaafroHi 
local  welfare  agencies.  This  was  an  Increase  of  11,6  per  cent  over  the  9,*F15  reported  at  the 
end  of  Augiist  19^9  • August  195© » %5®2  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  children  were  in  the 

homes  of  their  parents  > as  canpared  with  42.5  cent  a year  ago. 

Final  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  II5  children  in  North 
Carolina  during  August , bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  eight  months  of  1950  to 
760,  At  the  end  of  the  month  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  l,l82  additional 
children , 

Kiere  were  2 ,588  child  labor  certificates  Issued  by  cotinty  welfare 
staffs  in  August,  The  schools  referred  19  cases  for  investigation  for  non-attendance  in 
school,  and  investigations  were  completed  on  12  such  cases.  There  were  1,623  cases  certified 
as  medically  Indigent  zander  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services ; A slight  Increase  in  the  population  of 
State  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  other  institutions  brought  the  total  population  to  21,017 
on  August  31,  1950.  A total  of  9s495  persons  were  in  95  county  Jails  during  the  month.  Of 
this  nmber  1,152  remained  on  the  last  day  of  the  month. 

County  homes  in  Lenoir  and  Sampson  cotAnties  were  officially  closed 
during  August,  bringing  the  number  of  county  homes  in  the  State  to  51.  There  were  1,819 
persons  in  these  homes  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  During  the  month  there  were  JU- 
separations  from  these  homes , including  35  deaths . 

There  were  300  persons  reported  in  17  workhovises  and  county  prison 
farms  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Twelve  children  were  iii  detention  quarters  on  August

change  in  the  number  of  employees.  Prom  a total  of  69I  employed  in  June  19^5,  the  number 
had  risen  to  1,092  budgeted  by  June  of  1950  ■■  a 58  per  cent  increase.  In  county  offices 
the  number  Increased  from  629  to  99*^-»  in  the  State  office  the  increase  was  from  62  to  98*

Public  Assistance;  Case  loads  for  public  assistance  continued  to, Increase  in  September 
1950,  Persons  benefiting  frcaa  old-age  assistance  during  the  month  numbered  62,720,  an 
increase  of  11.1  per  cent  over  the  56,446  receiving  assistance  in  September  I949.  During 
the  same  period  average  grants  increased  from  $21,65  $22.34.  In  the  100  counties 

average  grants  in  September  I95O  ranged  from  $14.78  to  $28.82,  with  Graham  County  paying 
the  highest  average. 

A total  of  15 ,792  families  received  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  in 
September  195^^ » Increase  of  24.3  P®?  sent  over  the  12,703  families  assisted  in 
September  1949 . In  the  past  year  average  grants  per  family  have  risen  3 «4  per  cent, 
from  $41.79  to  $43.19.  In  the  IOC  counties  average  grants  in  September  1950  ranged  frcsn 
$30.24  to  $55,46,  with  Mecklenburg  County  paying  the  highest  average. 

Changes  in  public  assistance  case  loads  as  a result  of  the  recent  amendments 
to  the  Social  Security  Act  were  reflected  In  North  Carolina  for  the  first  time  during 
September,  The  number  of  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children  cases  closed 
increased  considerably  over  August.  Old-age  assistance  cases  closed  during  September 
numbered  1,127,  an  increase  of  82.4  per  cent  over  the  618  cases  closed  in  August. 

Though  the  increase  was  smaller  for  aid  to  dependent  children,  466  cases  were  closed 
during  September,  an  increase  of  19*2  per  cent  over  the  393-  August  closings.  Applications 
pending  at  the  end  of  the  month  have  been  showing  a downward  trend  during  recent  months  , 
and  at  the  end  of  September  there  were  2,893  old-age  assistance  and  $6l  aid  to  dependent 
children  applications  pending  in  the  State , 

General  assistance  payments  were  made  to  4,055  cases  in  September  1950 » 
increase  of  3.8  per  cent  over  the  3,905  cases  aided  in  September  1949-  The  average  grant 
for  the  State  has  increases  fraa  $14,50  to  $15  <.62,  or  7*7  cent  during  the  year.  In 
September  I95O  the  97  counties  reporting  general  assistance  payments  showed  averages 


ranging  frcm  $3  <>32  to  $44.19, 


Services  g During  September  I65IOI  non=f  iffiisufteial  service  only  oases  were  reported  as 
open  in  tfee  county  deparfemersts  ©f  public  welfare  in  lortfe  Carolina » k total  of  55,384 
services  were  rendered  during  tfee  ffiontha  ©f  these  75  cent  were  rendered  to  cases 

receiving  special  services  only,  wMl®  tfee  reffiainiisg  25  per  cent  were  given  to  eases 
receiving  both  special  services  and  assistance <,  Services  to  iridlTidual  cMldren  and 
medical  and  feealtfe  care  services  aecouated  for  two-tfeirds  of  tfee  total  services  rendered. 
On  September  30,  195'S,  there  were  10,57®  individual  cfeildrerA  receiving  services 
froa  county  welfare  agencies,  an  increase  of  10o3  P*r  cerat  over  tfe®  9»579  children 
reported  on  September  30,  1949.  Approximately  45  per  eerat  of  tfee  efelldren  reported  this 
month  were  in  eases  carried  by  efeild  welfare  workers , 

Tfee  registration  ©f  final  orders  ©f  adoptim  for  99  children  during  September 
brought  to  859  the  total  number  f©r  the  first  nine  months  cf  195®*  At  the  end  of  the 
month  adoption  preeeedings  were  pending  in  tfee  State  for  1,191  additional  children. 

During  September  2 ,658  child  labor  certificates  were  issued  by  county 
departments  of  public  welfare.  Investigations  were  e^pleted  on  234  school  attendance 
cases  during  the  month.  There  were  1,43?  persons  eertiflet  as  medically  indigent  under 
the  plan  of  the  Medical  ©are  (§’®Haission„ 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Prot-active  Services  s ©n  September  3©  there  were  21,315 
persons  in  State  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  ©ther  institutloi-is . This  number  represents 
an  increase  in  population  ©f  5.9  cent  over  September  1949.  ©f  this  number  48.4  per 
cent  were  in  mental  in^tutlons  and  42.3  P®2"  cent  were  In  penal  institutions. 

During  the  month  9 »65^  persons  were  confined  in  93  county  Jails  in  the  State . 
Of  this  nuffiber  1,249  remained  in  Jail  on  September  >0.  There  were  25  children  under  I6 
years  of  age  held  In  count:/  drills  during  tfee  month. 

A total  ©f  1,830  persons  were  in  5I  co'onty  feames  on  the  last  day  ©f  the 
month.  During  the  month  there  were  58  separations;  of  these  19  were  tfee  result  of 


deaths . 


There  were  270  persons  reported  in  15  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms 
on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Ten  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on 
September  50.

In  the  July  issue  of  Public  Welfare  Statistics  the  average  OAA  grant  for  New 
Hanover  County  was  shown  as  $16.64  because  of  an  error  in  reporting.  The  average  OAA 
grant  for  New  Hanover  County  for  July  was  actually  $24,18  and  the  total  obligations 
were  $29,021.50.  This  error  necessitates  a change  in  the  State  figures  for  July. 

The  average  OAA  grant  was  $22,55  instead  of  $22.20  reported.  The  total  obligations

Two  studies  of  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  have  been  made 
during  the  last  decade  by  the  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  in  coopera‘!"*.on  with 
the  Bxireau  of  Public  Assistance  of  the  Federal  Security  Agency.  A coaiparison  of 
the  findings  in  North  Carolina  is  of  interest  In  analyzing  the  changes  in  the  types 
of  families  assisted  financially  under  this  program. 

The  growth  of  the  program  in  the  six  year  period  is  seen  in  the  nmbeiB  assisted. 

In  October  1942  there  were  21,958  children  in  9,385  families  who  were  receiving 
assistance.  In  Jiane  1948  the  total  number  of  children  had  increased  to  26,579  but 
the  number  of  families  was  9,301.  The  recipient  rate  was  16  per  1,000  children  under 
18  in  October  1942  and  18  In  June  1948.  In  1942  almost  74  per  cent  of  the  children 
were  white | 26  per  cent  were  Negro j and  less  than  one  per  cent  was  Indian,  In  1948 
63  per  cent  were  whites  36  per  cent  were  Negros  and  one  per  cent  was  Indian, 

The  death  of  the  father  contributed  to  the  need  for  financial  assistance  in  both 
years.  But  in  1948  the  percentage  of  families  in  which  the  father  was  dead  was  36,8; 
in  1942  it  was  55 06,  One  in  five  of  the  families  had  an  incapacitated  father  in  the 
1942  study j in  1948  approximately  one  in  four  was  incapacitated  for  earning. 

Estrangement  of  parents  was  apparently  a significant  factor  in  family  dependency. 
In  1942  only  I8  pez’  cent  of  the  homes  had  parents  who  were  separated  for  reasons  other 
than  death;  in  1948,  29  per  cent  were  of  this  type.  Less  than  three  per  cent  in 
both  years  had  been  divorced  but  the  percentage  In  which  there  was  a deserting 
father  had  Increased  from  10  to  1942  to  14  in  1948.  In  1942  six  per  cent  of  th® 
fathers  were  not  married  to  the  mothers  ©f  the  dependent  childregi;  in  1948  this 
percentage  was  12.

In  16  per  cent  of  the  families  in  October  19^2  both  parents  were  in  the  home 
and  iii  June  19^ , 20  per  cent  had  both  parents  at  home , Seventy  per  cent  of  the 
families  in  1942  and  66  per  cent  in  1948  had  only  the  mother.  The  number  in  which 
the  father  was  hOTemaker  as  well  as  earner  was  small  and  in  both  periods  of  study 
was  less  than  two  per  cent.  In  1942  and  in  1948  one  in  six  of  the  families  with 
which  the  children  were  living  was  that  of  a relative  other  than  a parent.

In  1948  as  in  1942  the  ADC  program  made  possible  the  continuing  care  by  mothers 
in  their  hs®es  of  thousands  of  North  Carolina  children  for  whom  less  normal  child- 
hood  years  would  have  resulted  if  aid  to  dependent  children  had  not  been  available . 


Reflected  in  the  contrasts  are  the  changed  conditions  affecting  family  life  in 


an  early  and  a postwar  year.  Broken  homes,  a product  of  hasty  and  imwlse 

war  maOTiages,  were  more  frequently  found  in  the  general  population  after  the  war 
than  before.,  High  costs  of  essential  items,  such  as  food,  clothing  and  household 
furnishings,  had  made  financial  solvency  more  difficult  to  achieve  and  maintain. 

An  Increase  in  the  number  of  children  per  family  during  the  first  ten  ycirs  of 
marriage  made  financial  problems  more  baffling  for  many  yotmg  parents,  ‘fhe  separation 
diiring  the  war  years  and  the  inability  to  establish  a foundation  tor  permanent  family 
living  were  not  without  their  effects, 

^6  program  of  benefits  under  Old-Age  and  Survivors  Insurance  and  payments  to 
veterans  mder  the  a,  I,  Bill  ©f  Rights  were  important  factors  in  making  financial 
solvency  possible  for  many  families  - both  white  and  Regro,  Provisions  for  wives 
and  children  of  men  who  were  war  casualties  also  decreased  the  number  of  mothers 
who  found  it  necessary  to  apply  for  public  assistance  in  1948.

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Public  Welfare  in  North  Carolina  =■  October  I95O 


Public  Assistances  Case  loads  for  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children 
dropped  in  October  I95O  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  four  years.  This  was  a direct 
result  of  the  liberalized  provisions  for  old-age  and  survivors’  Insurance  in  the 
recent  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act,  There  were  95O  old-age  assistance 
recipients  and  154  aid  to  dependent  children  families  who  received  their  last  public 
assistance  checks  in  September  because  of  Increased  0A3I  benefits „ 

Persons  receiving  old-age  assistance  during  the  month  numbered  61,898,  an 
increase  of  8,8  per  cent  over  the  56,914  receiving  grants  during  the  same  month  last 
year.  In  the  twelve-month  period  an  increase  of  only  5 per  cent  in  grants  brought 
the  average  payment  to  $22,55  month. 

There  were  15,685  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  during 
the  month,  an  Increase  of  21,9  Pe^:*  cent  over  the  12,868  families  receiving  assistance 
in  October  1949.  The  average  grant  in  October  reached  $42.82  per  family,  an  increase 
of  only  1.8  per  cent  over  the  $42.06  paid  in  October  1949 ■> 

General  assistance  payments  in  October  decreased  slightly,  with  4,059  cases 
receiving  an  average  payment  of  $15,62,  The  percentage  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
above  October  1949  was  5. 0,  while  the  average  grant  was  7,1  per  cent  higher  than  last 
year , 

Services ; Local  offices  reported  a total  of  16,755  non-f inancial  service  only  cases  as 
active  in  October  I95O , an  increase  of  5.7  per  cent  over  the  16,159  reported  a year 
ago.  A total  of  56,252  services  were  rendered  to  persons  by  county  departments  of  public 
welfare  in  October.  Services  relating  to  medical  and  health  care  and  services  to 
individual  children  accounted  for  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  total. 

On  October  5I,  1950  there  were  10,921  children  receiving  services  from  local 
welfare  agencies.  Of  these  47  per  cent  were  in  their  parents'  homes,  and  55  pei*  cent  were 
in  foster  homes  with  either  relatives  or  non-relatives . Eleven  per  cent  were  in 
orphanages  and  correctional  institutions,  and  the  remaining  7 per  cent  were  in  boarding 


schools,  hospitals,  or  elsewhere. 
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Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  I07  children  In  North  Carolina 
during  October,  bringing  the  total  registrations  for  the  first  ten  months  of  195O  to 
966.  At  the  end  of  the  month  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,170  additional 
children. 

There  were  2,202  child  labor  certificates  issued  by  county  welfare  staffs  in 
October.  The  schools  referred  546  cases  for  Investigation  for  non-attendance  in  school, 
and  investigations  were  completed  on  450  such  cases.  There  were  1,604  cases  certified 
as  medically  indigent  under  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  COTunission . 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  On  October  31  there  were  21,402 
persons  in  State  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  other  institutions.  This  represents  a 
slight  increase  over  the  September  population. 

There  were  9,462  persons  in  94  county  jails  during  the  month.  Of  this  number 
1,009  remained  on  October  3I.  Twenty-eight  children  under  I6  years  of  age  were  held 
in  county  jails  during  the  month. 

A population  of  1,828  was  reported  in  the  5I  county  homes  on  October  31. 
Separations  fron  these  hcffles  numbered  79  October,  of  which  31  were  due  to  death. 

There  were  314  persons  reported  in  16  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms  on 
the  last  day  of  the  month.  Eighteen  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on 
October  31. 

Eugenics  Board;  The  99  operations  authorized  by  the  Eugenics  Board  during  the  quarter 
July  - September  are  an  increase  of  I5  over  the  preceding  quarter.  County  superintendents 
of  public  welfare  filed  29  petitions.  Of  these  27  were  for  non-instltutional  cases,  and 
2 were  institutional  cases  requested  by  the  superintendent  of  the  institution.  Of  the  74 
operations  for  which  surgeons  returned  reports  during  the  quarter,  the  costs  of  operations 
for  32  non-lnstitutlonal  and  one  institutional  cases  were  met  by  county  departments  of 
public  welfare.  Costs  of  4l  operations  for  institutional  patients  were  met  by  State 


institutions

During  the  fiscal  year  I95O-5I  Federal  funds  will  provide  approximately 
72  per  cent  of  the  estimated  expenditures  for  old  age  assistance  payments,  the 
State  funds  will  provide  around  I6  per  cent , and  the  counties  12  per  cent . 

Of  the  amount  expended  for  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  Federal 
funds  will  provide  approximately  7^  cent , State  funds  will  provide  around 
15  per  cent,  and  the  counties  11  per  cent. 

Except  for  the  counties  which  participate  in  State  equalizing  funds  for 
old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  childroa,  the  balance  after  deducting 
Federal  participation  is  divided  equally  between  the  State  and  the  counties  for 
both  assistance  programs . 

For  every  dollar  and  a half  the  State  spends  this  fiscal  year  for  old 
age  assistance  the  Federal  Government  puts  in  $8  and  for  every  dollar  the  State 
spends  for  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  the  Federal  Government  puts  in  $5 • 

Federal  participation  is  determined  by  the  State *s  average  monthly 
payment.  The  amount  of  participation  the  county  receives  is  based  on  the  county’s 
average  monthly  payment . 

The  following  tabulation  illustrates  the  source  of  funds  and  the 
proportional  participation  according  to  a.verage  monthly  payments;

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The  new  program  of  aid  to  the  totally  and  permanently  disabled  will 
be  financed  like  old  age  assistance.  Counties  will  continue  to  pay  the  full  cost 
of  general  assistance  to  needy  persons  not  eligible  for  this  new  program  or  for  old 
age  assistance  or  aid  to  dependent  children. 

While  State  and  Federal  funds  account  for  the  major  part  of  assistance 
grants  , the  Federal  government  pays  only  29  per  cent  of  administrative  costs  and 
the  State  12  per  cent.  The  coixnties  are  responsible  for  the  remaining  59  per 
cent .

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Public  Assistance;  Further  decreases  in  public  assistance  case  loads  and  payments  occurred  in 
November  1950,  as  a result  of  the  recent  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act.  It  appeared, 
however,  that  the  majority  of  the  changes  to  be  made  in  grants  because  of  the  Increased  resource 
of  old=>age  and  survivors  Insurance  have  been  effected  by  the  counties. 

In  November  6l,6l5  persons  received  old-age  assistance  payments  amounting 
to  $1,365,206.50,  an  average  of  $22.16.  Total  obligations  were  the  lowest  recorded  since  June 
1950,  while  the  average  payment  was  the  lowest  reached  since  May  I95O.  In  November  1949  old- 
age  assistance  payments  of  $1,249,808.00  were  made  to  57,513  persons,  for  an  average  of  $21.73. 
In  the  twelve-month  period  precentage  increases  in  case  loads,  obligations  incurred,  and  average 
payments  have  been  7>1,  9*2,  and  2.0,  respectively.  On  November  30,  1950,  there  were  2,719 
applications  for  old-age  assistance  pending  in  county  offices,  the  lowest  nximber  reported  since 
December  1948. 

Aid  to  dependent  children  payments  of  $665,227.50  were  made  to  15,691  families 
in  November  1950,  for  an  average  of  $42.40.  Total  obligations  were  the  lowest  reported  since 
May  1950,  while  the  average  payment  was  the  lowest  recorded  since  October  1949.  In  November 
1949  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  numbered  13,174,  with  total  obligations  of 
$559,606.50,  for  an  average  payment  of  $42.48.-  In  the  past  year  there  has  been  a 19.I  per  cent 
increase  in  families  and  an  18.9  per  cent  increase  in  total  obligations ^ though  a decrease  of 
0.2  per  cent  in  average  payment.  At  the  end  of  November  1950  there  were  1,123  applications 
for  aid  to  dependent  children  pending  in  county  departments  of  public  welfare , the  largest 
nmber  reported  since  May  1950. 

Seasonal  increases  were  noted  in  general  assistance  payments  during  the 
month,  as  payments  averaging  $16.03  were  made  to  4,111  cases.  A year  ago  4,022  cases  received 
payments  averaging  $14.82.  During  the  past  year  the  niomber  of  cases  has  increased  2.2  per 
cent,  while  the  average  payment  has  Increased  8.2  per  cent.

Servlees i County  departments  of  public  welfare  reported  a total  of  17  non-flnancial  service 
only  cases  as  active  during  November  1950.  This  was  an  increase  of  2.2  per  cent  over  the  17 ^OST 
reported  a year  ago.  There  were  37.130  services  rendered  during  the  month.  Of  these  76,3  per 
cent  were  to  cases  receiving  special  services  only,  while  the  remaining  23,7  per  cent  were  to 
cases  receiving  both  special  services  and  assistance. 

On  November  30,  1950,  there  were  11,256  individual  children  receiving 
services  from  county  welfare  departments.  This  was  an  Increase  of  12.4  per  cent  over  the 
10,015  children  reported  at  the  end  of  November  1949.  Forty-four  per  cent  of  these  children 

were  in  cases  carried  by  child  welfare  case  workers , while  the  remaining  56  per  cent  were  in 

% 

cases  carried  by  general  case  workers . 

During  November  final  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  76  children  in 
North  Carolina,  bringing  the  total  number  of  registrations  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  I950 
to  1,042.  At  the  end  of  the  month  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  State  for  1,174  additional 
children . 

During  the  month  child  labor  certificates  were  issued  to  2 ,347  children  under 
18  years  of  age.  Kie  schools  referred  549  eases  for  investigation  for  non-attendance  in 
school,  and  investigations  were  ccaspleted  on  442  such  cases.  There  were  1,453  eases  certified 
as  medically  indigent  imder  the  plan  of  the  Medical  Care  Commission. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services  t There  were  21,6l4  persons  reported  in 
State  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  other  institutions  on  November  30,  1950*  This  represents  an 
increased  population  of  7 per  cent  during  the  past  year. 

There  were  7,668  persons  confined  in  9I  county  Jails  during  the  month.  Of 
this  number  9^9  remained  on  November  50,  1950. 

' At  the  end  of  the  month  1,823  persons  were  in  the  5I  comty  homes  in  the  State. 

During  the  month  there  were  70  separations  frian  these  homes,  of  which  37  were  due  to  death. 

There  were  126  persons  reported  in  12  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms 
on  November  30.  On  the  last  day  of  the  month  12  children  were  reported  in  detention  quarters. 


Children  Born  Out  of  Wedlock  in  North  Carolina 


Because  of  the  increasing  interest  in  more  adequate  services  for  all  children, 
and  recognition  of  the  large  number  of  children  born  out  of  wedlock  for  whom  special 
services  must  be  provided,  the  trend  in  the  birth  rate  in  North  Carolina  over  a ten 
year  period,  1940-1949,  was  ccmputed.  This  was  Important  because  many  questions  are 

I 

raised  as  to  the  number  of  children  needing  services. 

While  there  has  been  scane  fluctuation  in  the  total  number  of  births  each  year 
during  the  past  decade,  primarily  as  a resi;^t  of  the  effect  of  the  war  and  post-war 
periods,  the  general  trend  has  been  upward  at  a significant  rate.  This  upward  trend 
has  occurred  among  both  white  births  and  all  other  births.  Mosfc  "other  births"  in 
this  State  ^fer  of  course  to  Negro  births.  The  rising  number  of  births  makes  the 
State  truly  "rich  in  human  resources." 

The  trend  in  the  number  of  children  born  out  of  wedlock  has  been  substantially 
the  same  as  that  for  children  born  in  wedlock.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  as  the  total 
number  of  births  increases,  the  actual  number  of  births  outside  of  wedlock  will  also 
rise , 

During  the  past  decade  the  percentage  of  ail  births  occurring  out  of  wedlock 
has  fluctuated  within  the  narrow  range  of  7«2  per  cent  to  8.4  per  cent.  Less  than 
two  out  of  every  100  white  births  are  births  out  of  wedlock,  Among  all  other  births 
about  six  out  of  100  occur  out  of  wedlock.  There  has  been  little  change  in  the 
proportion  of  all  births  occurring  out  of  wedlock  during  the  past  decade  for  either 
white  or  others.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  the  proportion  of  all  births  occurring 
out  of  wedlock  is  not  increasing.  Thus,  if  there  appears  to  be  a somewhat  larger 
number  of  children  bom  out  of  wedlock  it  is  the  result  of  an  increase  in  the  total 
number  of  births  rather  than  any  Increase  in  the  proportion  born  out  of  wedlock. 


The  iaplicatlens  are  clear  that  there  is  n®t  an  undue  pr©ble»  as  compared  with 
the  past  in  terms  of  the  number  ©f  children  born  ©ut  of  wedlock.  On  the  ether  hand, 
it  is  apparent  that  more  intensive  efforts  need  t©  be  made  by  church  groups , character 
building  agencies,  the  schools,  and  social  welfare  agencies  to  remedy  the  conditions 
that  lead  to  such  a continuing  high  rate  of  illegitimacy  in  North  Carolina,

Fublio  Assistances  Further  decreases  in  the  nuasber  of  persons  receiving  old-age  assistamce 
were  noted  in  Bsceaber  1950 o During  the  month  61,566  aged  persons  received  grants  averaging 
$22,18.  This  represented  a decrease  of  1,15^  persons,  1,8  per  cent,  from  the  peak  month  of 
September  1950,  but  an  increased  case  load  of  6.3  per  cent  over  the  December  I949  case  load  of 
57^040,  In  the  past  year  the  average  grant  has  increased  2.1  per  cent  over  the  $21,75  reached 
in  Desea'Cer  19^i9,  In  the  calendar  year  195O  county  departments  of  public  welfare  have 
handled  20  ,J70  applications  for  old-age  assistance.  Of  this  rrjsber  county  welfare  boards 
authorized  for  payments  13,272  persons,  65.2  per  cent  of  the  total.  In  the  remaining 
7,098  cases  payment  was  denied  on  the  basis  of  ineligibiity  or  the  application  disposed  of 
for  other  reasons.  On  December  31  applications  were  pending  in  the  State  for  2,400  additional 
persons,  the  smallest  number  reported  since  February  1948. 

A slight  increase  during  the  month  brought  the  number  of  families  receiving  aid  to 
dependent  children  to  15,853,  the  largest  number  of  families  ever  to  receive  this  type  of 
assistance  in  the  State  in  any  one  month.  Since  December  1940  the  case  load  has  risen  17  «4 
per  cent,  frcsn  13,508  families.  The  average  grant  in  December  1950  of  $4j  ,46  was  i.8  per 
cent  higher  than  the  $42,68  reached  a year  ago.  During  the  calendar  year  195®  councy  welfare 
departments  handled  9,110  applications  for  aid  to  dependent  children.  Payment  was  authorized 
for  7,074  families,  77.7  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  remaining  2,036  applications  were  denied 
on  the  basis  of  ineligibility  or  disposed  of  for  other  reasons . An  additional  986  aid  to 
dependent  children  applications  were  on  file  in  county  welfare  offices  on  Decemb©r  3-« 

General  assistance  payments  in  December  reflected  a seasonal  Increase,  with  4,323 
cases  receiving  an  average  payment  of  $15»5S«  There  was  an  increase  of  only  seven  cases 
above  the  4,3l6  cases  receiving  assistance  in  December-  1949,  though  the  average  grant  was 
5.9  per  cent  higher  than  last  year, 

Ssr'/icsss  Non-f inanclal  service  only  cases  numbered  17,423  in  December  1950,  increase  of 
2.1  per  cent  over  the  17,063  reported  in  December  1949,  Members  of  county  staffs  rendered 
a total  Pf  35,198  ser'/ices  not  involving  financial  payments  to  cases  under  care.  Approxi- 
mately 64  per  cent  of  these  were  either  services  to  individual  children  or  medical  and 


health  care  services. 


©n  Decemljer  31 , I95O , there  were  11 ,275  children  reoel^ing  services  from  local 
welfare  agencies.  This  was  an  increase  of  13-2  per  cent  over  the  ^ ,S60  children  reported 
at  the  end  of  December  1949.  In  December  1950,  ^7  Pe^”  esnt  of  the  total  number  of  children 
were  in  the  homes  of  their  parents , as  compared  with  44  per  cent  a year  ago . 

Pinal  orders  of  adoption  were  registered  for  65  children  in  Morth  Carolina  during 
December,  bringing  the  total  for  195©  to  1,096.  The  number  of  registrations  in  195-0 
represented  a.n  increase  of  l8.1  per  cent  over  the  928  reported  in  1949  •>  At  the  end  of 
the  month  proceedings  were  pending  iri  the  State  for  1 ,l68  additional  children,  as  compared 
with  1 j275  pending  on  December  31,  1949 • 

There  were  2,348  child  labor  certificates  issued  by  comty  welfare  staffs  in 
December.  The  schools  referred  373  cases  for  investigation  for  non-attendance  in  school, 
and  Investigations  were  oomplet-ed  on  298  such  eases.  There  were  1,466  cases  certified 
as  medically  indigent  mder  the  plan  of  the  Sfedical  Care  Goffimission. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  groteQtive  Services  ; 0n  December  31  there  were  21,191  persons 
in  State  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  other  institutions.  This  number  represents  an  increased 
population  of  5*8  per  cent  over  December  1949 » 

During  the  month  8,667  persons  were  confined  in  9I  eo’^ty  Jails  in  the  State,  Of 
this  number  1,076  remained  on  Decejaber  31.  There  were  32  children  -under  16  years  of  age 
held  in  coiunty  Jails  during  the  month. 

Since  Januai'y  1,  1950,  the  comity  homes  in  four  counties  iiave  been  officially 
closed.  These  are  ©nslow,  OasHell,  Lenoir,  and  Sampson  coursties . The  population  in  the 
51  remaining  county  homes  on  December  31  was  1,  838. 

There  were  168  persons  reported  -in  12  wor’Aouses  and  co-jinty  prison  farms  at  the 
end  of  the  month.  Mine  children  were  held  in  detention  quarters  on  December  31.

North  Carolina's  population  has  increased  13.I  per  cent  in  the  last 
decade.  In  1940  the  census  report,  showed  that  the  State  had  3 5573- ,623  people? 
preliminary  census  reports  show  the  1950  population  to  be  45038,814.  This  last 
fig!j.re  , representing  population  as  of  April  1,  1950  s shows  a gain  of  467,191 
since  1940. 

&ver  three-fourtte  of  the  counties  gained  population  during  the  decade  of 
the  forties.  Two  counties  gained  over  50  cent.  Craven's  55  «5  per  cent  gain 
represented  an  increase  fro®  31,298  i;a  1940  to  48,68l  in  195^ « county  with 

the  greatest  gain  was  Onslow.  Onslow  had  17,959  in  1940,  41,857  m 1950.  This 
meant  an  Increase  of  133 o3  P^r  cent.  Much  of  this  was  because  of  the  349.9  per 
cent  increase  in  the  population  of  Jacksonville.  Other  counties  which  had  sub- 
stantial increases  included  Carteret,  with  25.5  per  cent?  Oumfoerland , with  39 =7 
per  cent?  Durhasn,  with  25.4  per  sent?  Gaston,  with  26.5  P®2“  cent?  Lee,  with  25 .1 
per  cent?  Mecklenburg,  with  29.2  per  cent?  Hew  Hanover,  with  32.1  per  cent;  Orange, 
with  49.2  per  cent?  and  Transylvania,  with  25.2  per  cent.  The  other  69  counties 
had  increases  ranging  from  0.5  per  cent  increase  in  Northampton  to  increases  of 
23.?  per  cent  in  Alamance,  23.5  Guilford  and  24.1  per  cent  in  Wake, 

Orj.  the  other  hand,  21  of  forth  Oarolina's  counties  sustained  losses  in 
population  during  the  decade,  rarAglng  from  0.7  per  cent  In  Jackson  to  18.I  per 
cent  in  Swain,  With  a few  exceptions  , the  counties  losing  population  were  concen- 
trated in  the  extreme  eastern  and  western  sections  of  the  Sta.te. 

In  the  counties  with  major  increases  or  decreases  in  population  the  public 
welfare  case  load  has  been  significantly  Influenced  during  the  decade.  How  the 
population  changes  have  affected  age  distributions  has  bearing  on  both  old  age 
assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children  programs.  When  age  distributions  by 
counties  become  available,  it  will  be  possible  to  compare  the  various  counties  in 
terns  of  relative  numbers  of  needy  people  in  the  various  age  groups.
